In Boro; No Demonstrations; 
Schools and Stores Closed 

Speakman Post Changes Date of Memorial 

Day Church Service In Honor of 

European Victory 

The shouting crowds, the noise-makers, the confetti 
were conspicuously absent from the streets of Narberth on 
V-E Day. 

The village lay somnolent with a Sunday calm, and 
there were no celebrations. 

After the air-raid sirens were sounded, following Presi- 
dent Truman's victory proclamation over the radio, the 
offices in Elm Hall closed and most stores of the Borough 
gradually followed suit. The bank — permitted only legal 
holidays under the law — remained open. 

Pupils at the Narberth Public School were dismissed 
for the day following a special assembly. 

The assembly was opened by the singing of "America 
the Beautiful", followed by prayers of thanksgiving. 

A tribute to those who have given their lives was read 
by W. J. Drenner, principal of the school. Joel Perkins lead 
the pledge to the flag, and the presentation of flags of the 
» United Nations was made by members of the sixth grade. 

At the close of. the service, the audience joined in sing- 
ing, "The Star Spangled Banner." 

The churches of the community made the principal 
contribution to the Borough's recognition of the eiid of war 
in Europe. 

Church Observances 

At a special service Tuesday evening at the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church, the Rev. Bryant M. Kirkland stressed 
the need to make peace as well as write it. 

"We must take care of suffering in the days to come. 
We must fight for a better moral world." 

V-E Day was observed by members of the Holy Trinity 
Lutheran Church with special prayers and hymns at an 
evening service Tuesday. . 

The Rev. Samuel T. Nicholas, pastor of the church, an- 
nounced he will conduct a Victory service Sunday at 11 
A. M. 

"V-E Day is just an interlude," said the Rev. Robert G. 
Middleton, pastor of the Baptist Church of the Evangel, 
"and we must not forget that the war in the Pacific is yet 
to be won." 

Prayers of thanksgiving, remembrance and dedication 
were said at a V-E Day service Tuesday evening at the Nar- 
berth Methodist Church. 

Said the Rev. Carl R. Hammerly, pastor: "Our work 
must and will go on with a sense of encouragement which 
we did not have at the start of the warm Europe." 

St. Margaret's Roman Catholic Church held services 
Tuesday evening and will be the meeting place this Sun- 
day for the annual Memorial Day service of the Harold D. 
Speakman Post of the American Legion. 

Notices were sent to all members of the Post on Tues- 
day by Clarence M. Beltz, commander, changing the date 
of the service from the customary Memorial Day Sunday 
(May 27 this year) to this Sunday because of V-E Day. 

"By proclamation of the President of the United States 
of America," the notices read, "Sunday, May 13, has been 
designated as a day of prayerful thanksgiving for the vic- 
tory in Europe of the United Nations. 

"Accordingly, our post as a unit will, by special ar- 
rangement, attend church services at 11.15 A. M. in St. 
Margaret's Roman Catholic Church, North Narberth Ave.! 
Narberth in memory of those who have given their lives 
for their country, in prayerful thanksgiving for the victory 
in Europe and to ask God's help in obtaining an early and 
successful completion of the war in the Pacific theater of 
operations.

Dies After Illness 

Member of Faculty 
At Episcopal School 
for 63 Years 



Funeral services for Jefferson 
Shiel, a member of the faculty of 
Episcopal Academy for 63 years, 
and one of the founders of' the 
Inter-Academic Sports League, 
were held at the Academy on 
May 9, at 3 P. M. The School 
Chaplain, The Rev. A. L. Lyon- 
vaiden. conducted the services. 
Interment was in West Laurel 
Hill Cemetery. 

Mr. Shiel, 85. died Sunday in 
Hahnemann Hospital after a long 
illness. His home was 300 Essex 
Ave., Narberth. 

A graduate of Brown Univers- 
ity, Mr. Shiel started at the Aca- 
demy as head of the mathematics 
department in 1882, and held the 
position until 1930 when he be- 
came a teacher, of mathematics 
until 1943. 

In 1932 at the conclusion of 50 
years of teaching, he was award- 
ed the honorary degree of Master 
of Arts by Trinity College, and 
in 1933 he received a similar 
honor from Brown University. He 
was the only teacher at Episcopal 
to be elected to the Board of 
Trustees while still in active ser- 
vice. 

He also served as a member of 
the Common Council of Philadel- 
phia from 1916 to 1919. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Eugenia Lippincott Shiel, one 
daughter, Mrs. J. Alfred Corey, 
and two grandchildren.

Civilian Defense 
Work to Continue 

Only Governor Is 
Empowered To End 
Work 



Continuance of all local offices 
of Civilian Defense in Pennsyl- 
vania was. indicated this week in 
a statement emanating from the 
State Council of Defense. 

The statement was issued fol- 
lowing a report that the Office of 
Civilian Defense in Washington, 
D. C, would be discontinued 
July 1. 

The statement follows: 

"Reported discontinuance on 
July first of the Office of Civilian 
Defense in Washington, D. C, has 
no significance for Pennsylvania. 

"Furthermore the Government 
has earnestly requested that the 
Pennsylvania State Council of 
Defense continue its work until 
the war is won. 

"Victory in Europe leaves un- 
changed the responsibilities on 
the State Council of Defense. 
Those civilian measures essential 
in winning the war with Japan 
cannot be abandoned until the 
war is won. Salvage work must 
continue. Victory Gardens are 
more essential than before. Ex- 
tensive measures for the conser- 
vation of food are of unprece- 
dented importance. Child Caie 
Centers must continue as long as 
mothers are required in war in- 
dustry. Teen Age Centers are 
necessary as long as parents are 
working on night shifts and young 
people roam the streets. Fifteen 
million dollars worth of Federal 
fire and other defense property 
in Pennsylvania must be admin- 
istered. All of the protective 
forces of Civilian Defense are es- 
sential for assistance in disasters 
of any kind which through loss 
of life and property may impede 
the war effort. . ■■■■.- ..-■ ^ •■ :■ ■-■>%*.- 

"The Governor is empowered 
to abolish Civilian Defense or any 
part thereof. He. with the State 
Council of Defense, will meet 
shortly to determine the contin- 
uing aspects of defense work but 
until a contrary decision has been 
made and announced, all work 
of the State Council of Defense 
will continue, and no one in any 
branch, salvage, food production, 
food conservation, child care cen- 
ters, teen age centers, volunteer 
offices, auxiliary firemen, auxili- 
ary police, rescue squads, first aid 
squads, gas services, utility re- 
pairs, emergency wardens, con- 
sumer interests, control center 
personnel nor any others are de- 
mobilized. No local councils, 
county councils nor any group is 
discharged. Pennsylvania is fight- 
ing this war until it is won and 
Japan utterly defeated."

"From now on." he stated, 
"there will be more emphasis on 
price control as far as local ra- 
tioning boards are concerned. 
Fuel oil rationing will continue 
the same throughout the coming 
Winter. According to informa- 
tion we received from Wash- 
ington, the Pacific war-, because 
of the long haul, will take more 
oil than was consumed In the 
European ttfeater."

Several hundred men and women are now 
active in advocating Fred's selection as the Town 
Magistrate.

The main point is that only 
the politicians know him or anything about him, 
and there is no evidence that they know very 
much.

The practical consideration is that if a man 
is not known in the Borough, it follows, of course, 
that he himself does not know our people nor the 
spirit of their existence in this good place. That 
means, obviously, that he lacks the primary qual- 
ification for a local office of such intimate im- 
portance to our citizens. 

Little wonder, then, that a politician who 
was taking the clique's candidate around stated 
the other night that he did not believe the peo- 
ple would accept the stranger and he regretted 
that some other selection has not been made. 

The politicians still have the opportunity to 
make good to their home-town. They should stop 
this nasty business of interfering with the fifty- 
year-old practice of NarbeiHh people making their 
own decisions, instead of being told what to do. 
They should also know that their superiors at 
Norristown are severely out of patience with 
what they are doing and they have been told that 
the County Organization has always refrained 
from interfering in local matters. * 

The same politicians know well what every- 
body else knows, viz, that nobody has ever been 
more devoted to NarbertH's best welfare than 
Fred Walzer, and that nobody has been more at 
the service of our people, day and night, than our 
old-time magistrate. 

He should be returned to the office where 
he served so exceedingly well for twenty-two 
years and, happily, there is definite prospect that 
such will be the decision of the Narberth voters.

On the eve of the opening of 
the 41st season of the Main Line 
Baseball League, it is interesting 
to lear the official ruling of the 
Pennsylvania Interscholastlc Ath- 
letic Association in regards to 
schoolboys playing Summer base- 
ball. 

Edmund C. Wicht, executive 
secretary of the PIAA, has in- 
formed Herb Good, vice president 
of the Main Line Baseball League, 
there is nothing to prevent a 
schoolboy from playing in a Sum- 
mer league if an amateur status 
is maintained. 

"There is no regulation prohib- 
iting participation of high school 
pupils in Summer baseball, pro- 
vided they maintain a strictly 
amateur status," said Wicht; "The 
PIAA amateur rule clearly defines 
what a pupil must do in order to 
be classified as a professional. In 
Summer baseball, the only thing 
he must be careful of is not to 
play ON a team, any of whose 
members are receiving compensa- 
tion for that particular game. He 
may play on a team, during the 
Summer, on which there are other 
players who have professionalized 
themselves, but so long as they do 
not receive any form of remuner- 
ation for their athletic services in 
that particular game, it will not 
affect the amateur standing of the 
pupil." 

In other words, members of 
the A's and Phils could play on 
a team, say Ardmore, and if 
they weren't paid for their serv- 
ices in that particular game 
schoolboys playing on the same 
team with them wouldn't lose 
their amateur status under the 
PIAA code. However, if those 
A's and Phils players, or any 
other players for that matter, 
received any money for playing 
in that particular game, then 
schoolboys on the' same team 
with them would be ineligible 
for further PIAA competition. 
Get it? 

THERE'S A DIFFERENCE 
What happens to a high school 
boy who plays on an amateur 
team AGAINST a team that in- 
cludes several professionals? 

Wicht gives this answer: "It is 
my opinion that according to 
PIAA rules there is a difference 
in playing against a team on 
which there are professionals 
than playing on a team on which 
there are professionals. I believe 
that a strictly amateur team can 
play against a professional team 
without affecting the amateur 
status of the participants on the 
amateur team." 

Wicht also pointed out that an 
amendment passed last December 
makes it possible for a schoolboy 
to play in outside ball during the : 
school season," provided the con- 
sent or waiver is first approved in 
writing by the principal and is 
authorized by the District Com- 
mittee." 

It is unfortunate tha these ml- | 
ings weren't requested last year I 
because several boys, including j 
Ray Edelman of Haverford High, i 
turned down opportunities to play ! 
in the local league for fear of 
being ruled ineligible for further \ 
school ball. Edelman started the j 
season with Ardmore, an amateur | 
team, but was advised that by | 
playing against teams that in- j 
eluded professionals he would j 
ruin his PIAA amateur status, j 
According to Wicht this is en- j 
tirely erroneous. | 

It is gratifying that the PIAA 
doesn't call a boy a pro just be- 
cause he might happen to com- 
pete against one. That's conynon 
sense. But why go only half-way 
with common sense? If a boy is
